Laughead, who was fin'd from 
his post with Michigan State Col­ 
lege on grounds that he was pre­ 
dicting the end of the world, made 
this reassuring forecast here on 
Thursday as he consulted with a 


fellow believer in imminent doom 
Next Tuesday, he said, will lie 
merely a ’’turning point toward 
catastrophe in this part of the 
world ” Chicago will be hit by a 
tidal wave, the ground from Hud­ 
son’s Bay to the Gulf of Mexico 
may rise and the legendary con­ 
tinents of Atlantis and Mu may 
emerge from the seas, Laughead 
said. 
He warned that the Eastern and 
Western seaboards should also be 
on the lookout for “ cataclysmic” 
•upheavals 
To Get Worse in ’55 
But things won’t get really bad 
until 1955, the tall, ascetic looking 
physician said 
By that time, he said, it’s quite 
likely that all the land masses as 
they now exist will sink beneath 
the oceans and be replaced by new 
continents. Men from other planets 
may rescue a few of the earthlings 
in space ships, he said. 
Laughead refused to say wheth­ 
er he’s going to stick it out in Chi 
cago next Tuesday or go to some 
drier city. 
“ I myself expect to be in the 
world in the shape I now represent 
on Dee. 22.” he said. “ But what 
changes I am making in my life 
as a result of this prophecy are 
matters of ray own personal con­ 
viction — not for public explana­ 
tion.”
